Britons who see the picture 
will probably be bewildered by 
the way politicians rise to power 
in the United States. The Ameri- 
can process is something so en- 
tirely unscrupulous and dirty to 
make such men as Lord Woolton 
and Mr, Herbert Morrison look 
Uke vicor’s wives compared with 
their opposite numbers across the 
Atlantic. : Pa . 

The pursuit. of power at any 
price 1s a passion which can drive 
and consume others _ besides 
American politicians.’ The fas- 
cinatlon. of this story of. the rise 
and fall of a minor dictator lies 
in the fact that it runs parallel to 
the stories of the major dictators 
who, too, achieved_and held do- 
minancy through trickery, in- 
timidation, blackmall and blood- 


shed. 

Willie Stark (Broderick Craw- 
ford) Is a rough, hefty, smalltown 
character who denounces the local 
authorities as corrupt, and is thus 
established as an honest man. 
He ‘is asked by a group of big- 
time politicians, playing a game 
of their.own, to run for Governor, 
He discovers they are merely 
using him to split the “hick” vote 
—that they never intended him 
to win the electlon.— He“ does, in

Commonwealth Conference ot 
Sydney there is new interest 
in London in the state of af- 
fairs in Indla. It is being ar- 
gucd that the improvement of 
India's cconomic position is the 
key to the improvement of all 
South East Asia, This was 
the main theme fn o series of 
articles on the Conference 
which appeared lately in “Man- 
chester Guardian.” 

The pleture of Indla’s economy 
is alarming. Of two countries in 
the world it can be sald that the 
population {ncrease makes their 
economic problems almost In- 
soluble, Onc is Japan, the other 
is Indo. In India, the population 
is increasing at the rate of miore 
{han 3,000,000 a year. 

The Impetus for the vast In-~ 
ercase in India's population came 
originally from the galyanising 
of the Indlan economy in the lat- 
ter part of the 19th century by 
the inflow of very- large’ sums of 
British capital... This was Iuvested 
in railways, (rrigation, industry 
and so on, The area Irrigated by 
the British in Indla exceeds the 
Irrigated areca in’ Russia, America, 
and West Europe combined. This 
achievement, striking in its size, 
is seldom remembered. 

During the present century the 
inflow -of British capital first 
slackened, and. then, until 1945, 
virtually ceased. In consequence 
the Indian economy entered uo 
new phase, Instead of being dy- 
namie it stagnated. Indian was too 
poor to permit of capilal forma-~ 
tion to replace British capital. 
But, though the Indian economy 
was.no longer a developing one, 
the population increase continued 
unchecked. . 

The “Manchester Guardian” 
remarks that modern India was 
the opposite of what the poet 
Goldsmith said of England in the 
18th century. - Goldsmith wrote 
that “wealth accumulates and 
men ‘decay. In India, men ac- 
cumulate and wealth degays. 


_Not large enough 


Since the end of the war there 
has been some revival of the 
flow of British capital. This was 
brought .about by repayment to 
India of the sterling balances. 
But it. has done no more than 
make good the ravages of war. 1t 
has not been large enough to set 
afoot a new dynamic age in 
India’s economy. At the same 
time the political changes in 
India have made the local capi- 
talists more than ever cautious. 
Local capital is being hoarded, 
not used. . 

Indla’s supreme need is capital. 
A relatively small investment, 1£ 
wiscly planned, could bring quite 
disproportionate Improvement. 
Indians themselves cstimate that 
if the United States could be jn- 
duced ‘to invest $500,000,000—less 
than one year’s Marshall Ald in
